No one expects the Kremlin to accept Reagan's 
premise for mutual arms reduction on the scale he 
proposed — the Soviets dismantle GOO if the United 
States agrees not to deploy 572 — but the president's 
"zero-option" plan begs an answer from Moscow as to 
why not. 

As such, the style of the speech, if not the substance, 
can be described as a beautifully timed maneuver. 

Any opportunity for mutual arms reductions wil, 
_come-in protractcd.negotiaUDns..Reagan and-Soviei 
Premier Leonid Brezhnev both Itnou' that; the 
presidcntls.proposal.now puts the burden of proof at 
the Kremlin's doorstep, i 

An answer may be forthcoming: New talks aimed 
at limiting nuclear-theater weapons in Europe begin 
in Geneva next week. 

Reagan also may have accomplished something 
else with his speech; redirect the growing dissent in 
Western Europe over the missile issue. 

Brezhnev, on a state visit to Bonn, West Germany, 
was the target of 50,000 marching,, protesting 
Germans. The timing of Reagan's speech turned the 
tables on the Soviet leader and the Kremlin's massive 
propaganda machine, which had been feeding the 
dissent over NATO plans to deploy nuclear missiles. 

It is not hard to understand the European tear over 
nuclear war. Consider how Americans woiild feel if 
Canada and Mexico were the adversary superpowers, 
bristling with nuclear arms, and the United States 
was dependent on one or the other. 

Many Europeans feel the^oviets are loo strong, 
that a unilateral decision not to match missile with 
missile is the only way to prevent a holocaust. The 
protests have grown so large that some nations have 
begun to think twice about deploying the devastating 
weapons on their soil. 

The United States and NATO both fear that unless 
Allied defenses keep up, the Soviets could make a 
move on Western Europe without firing a shot. In this 
scenario, the threat of a massive' Soviet nuclear 
attack alone would make the Europeans acquiesce. 

Saner minds believe the only alternative is to 
negotiate an arms-limitation understanding. Both 
sides already have come too far .with deployment of 
conventional nuclear weapons; neither is going to 
dismantle a defense apparatus already in place. The 
hope is that a cap can be placed on the expansion and 
the sheer devastating power of missile-delivered 
bombs. 

But if the United States has learned anything at all 
over previous arms agreements with the Soviets, 
namely SALT I and SALT il, it is that an agreement 
on paper is worthless without verification. 

Reagan, who softened his tone in delivering his 
/cro-option proposal, also has changed the name of 
I he game to START — for "strategic arms reduction 
1 'ilks." The intent suggests more than just semantics. - 

Setting the agenda in Geneva may be the biggest 
obstacle toward getting down to the nitty gritty. But 
because the Soviets have not as yet officially pre- 
cluded what they will or will not talk about, there is at 
least a sign that the door remains open.

Supreme Court announced Monday It 
has approved audio and photographic 
coverage by the media of proceeding's 
of the Idaho Court of Appeals when 
the new court begins operation In 
January. 

Live media coverage of appellate 
proceedings In Idaho began In August, 
1979, when the state Supreme Court 
allowed coverage of its hearings In Its 
Boise courtroom.

WASHINGTON' (UPI) - Idaho 
Sens. James McCIure and Steve 
Symms (Monday supported Presi- 
dent Reagan's veto o( a S427.9 
billion emergency appropriations 
bill, saying it proved that the chief 
executive was committed to hold- 
ing the line on government spcnd- 
Ine. 

"The Congress did not meet 
President Reagan half way. and 
I'm glad he vetoed the measure," 
McCIure said. "I think President 
Reagan is exactly right In trying to 
get government spending further 
under control, and 1 hope he'll slick 
with it. 

"It is now up to Congress to 
respond to his veto, and 1 think we 
will be spending the next couple of 
days trying to work out a perma- 
nent solution lo the question which 



the President has raised - and 
that is how. to fund the government 
in the near future while we grope 
(or a long-term reduction in the 
growth of so many government 
programs." 

The House Monday afternoon 
extended government funding at 
current levels to Dec. 15. Senate 
approval foljowcd on a B8-1 vote in 
favor of the proposal. President 
Reagan planned to sign the 
measure Monday evening and then 
head west to his ranch for Thanks- 
fiivlna. . 

Symms said It was "unfortunate 
that the President had to cast his 
first veto." but added that it proves , 
Reagan "Is standing firm and hold- 
ing the line against government 
spending."

Police also removed from a 
padlocked wooden crate the cream- 
colored cotton T-shirt found on the 
20-month-old corpse two months after 
the kidnapping. Authorities theorize 



the baby diecl'of. a fractured skull 
after being dropped by his kidnapper,

At a news conference, some of the 
evidence was displayed in two cage- 
like rooms. But most of the documents 
and artifacts are stored in the wooden 
crates and cannot be viewed without 
special permission. 

Detective Cornel Palumbo. the ■ 
state police officer who has compiled, 
sorted and secured the evidence since . 
197G, said authorities convicted the

husband Kyle, and Todd spent their 
first full day in Moscow. They arrived 
Sunday night. 

She said the Russians she had met 
were "real nice" and said Todd was 
resting up for the ordeal that involves 
injections of a scrum Into the eye's 
retina, 

Todd has.suffercd since birth from 
retinitis pigmentosa, a degenerative 
eye disease that has narrowed his 
field of vision Increasingly over the 
years and will cvcntiJally leave t)lm 
blind. He sees now through thick 
bifocals. 

American doctors told the fanilly 
there was no hope he could be cured.

If they obstruct thc 
circulation to the legs enough, they 
can cause severe cramps and leg pain 
on walking, bul the distance is usually 



more than three steps. , 

In such cases, If the patient's health 
permits It and the obstruction Is 
localized, a surgeon may put in a 
bypass graft to detour the blood 
' .J, 



around the obstruction. In many 
cases, however, the obstrlictlon In- 
volves thc entire artery length and it 
Is not possible to detour it.

Divorce: fmaricidt hassle

Americans who gel divorced 
must weather the greatest flurry of 
financial transactions of their 
lives, 

A confiiderabic number clearly 
botch the tasks of spllltlng assets 
and- cstlmaling their financial 
future. They rue for the rest of- 
their lives agreements cobbled 
together In a hnphaiard manner, 
and spend countless hours grous- 
ing about It to anyone who will 
listen. 

"You're alone. You're dis- 
traught, li's the pits. So you throw 
up your hands and say that Harold 
your lawyer can do 11 all," explains 
family economlsl Susan C. Rich- 
ards, president of Hawthorne Fi- 
nancial Advisors In Glen Ellyn. III. 
"Rather than first figuring out a 
lot of your finances yours«l( and 



thus benefiting In the long run, you 
pay a lawyer $60 an hour to figure 
out for you what it cost to heat your 

, house last winter." 

Richards sees cases in which one 
spouse "obviously gels IhO' short 
end o( the stick." Money is often 

. used as a weapon, and each parly 
is understandably out to get ^lat it 
can. Bu! more frequently an inabil- 
ity to sit down rationally and 
project need is the real culprit^ she 
says, 

"I was an expert witness In one 
court case ii< which the exrhusband 
testified thai he couldn't afford his 
support payments because It would 
mean he'd have to give up his 
private airpiime," she recalls. "In 
another case, a wife who had been 
judged an unfit mother by (he 
court nonetheless wound up with 
the kids, the house and was 
awarded so much money Ih it hur 
cx-husband actually haJ to dvc in 
his car on SIO a monln. Divoruc 



isn't always fair, and you must 
realize wliat is yours ,and what 
your needs are." 

It comes as a surprise to many 
that a family cannot live split up as 
cheaply as it did together, she 
points out. According lo thc, 
Burcau of Lalwr Statistics, It can 
cost as much as -10 percent more to 
run the two households after 
^.divorce. As a result, "class slip- 
page" is a common by-product. 

"The basic housing arrange- 
ments cost more, and there are 
legal fees, greater transportation 
costs, a need for child care and less 
support from other relatives than 
before," says Richards, whi, helps 
her clients organize the financial 
trappings needed in court, "There 
arc added costs of maintaining a 
social life lhat the two didn't worry 
atnul before, and frequently the 
parent who doesn't wind up with 
the children spends a considerable 
amount of money lo entertain ihc 



children when they visit." 

Couples contemplating divorce 
must realize they will have to lake 
the necessary financial figures 
with them into court, Richards 
suggests they should,, either 
togelherxr individually: 

• Keep track of their expcn- 
diliires for :w days so that Ihey 
have a basic grasp of the family 
finances, 

" Plug in IhecOstsof items not in 
that time period, such as-seasonal 
clolhing, gifts, utility bills and 
taxes, 

• Develop a household inventory 
of valuables. 

Women often aren't privy to the 
financial doings of the family and, 
in such cases. Richards believes 
they should: 

• Request from the Internal 
Revenue Service lax returns for 
the last six years, Go over them 
carefully to gel (he Iruc money 
picture.

Repairing 

window-sill 

explained

Q, I have about a dozen windows to 
replace: The sash in some Is rotted, 
sills In others are rotted. Can I replace 
the sash and sills or do I need 
replacement windows? - K.B. 

A. It's easy and Inexpensive to 
replace just the sash. Be sure to 
weatherstrip the new sash. As for a 
rotted sill. It Is a fair amount of work, 
but entirely possible, and also inex- 
pensive, to replace. You have to 
remove (he* Indoor side stops, raise 
the t^tom sash and remove Ihc stool 
(intmr sill) and apron. Then saw the 
outside rotted sill in two pieces by 
cutting at right angles- to- (he- sill's - 
length. Then wrigglo and worry each 
piece out. You may have to cut some 
nails that remain. Buy a new sill and 
use the old one as a template lo cut It 
to shape. Slip in place, nail onto the 
horizontal 2x4. prime and point. 



q: I am having new windows In the" 
kitchen. Should I line them up with the 
celling or the walls? How do you line 
up kltch>n cabinets? -R.W. - 

A^Amil Here's a chance for a lesson 
lirTeveilng and plumbing (not the 
toilet and other slnlcs and things, but 
making sure things are plumb; that 
Is, vertical). All things such as win- 
dows, kitchen cablnels and wallpaper 
should line up oif themselves; that Is, 
they should iae level or plumb without 
following the contours of anything 
else. The tops of all windows on one 
floor should be even with each other. 
And they should be level (horizontal) 
and plumb (vertical). The same goes 
for kitchen cabinets. Wallpaper 
should be plumb. No floor or celling is 
perfectly level, nor arc they ever truly 
parallel. An example of the problems 
you could encounter if you tried to ilnc_ 
Op^walljia'pef "with a ceillngnrihe ' 
celling slanted Just an Inch or two in a 
10-foot length, and you lined up the top 
of the wallpaper wllh the ceiling, the 
paper would also slant, something you 
definitely want to avoid. 

Q. I have about three Inches of soft, 
white pellets about the size of a nickel 
or quarter in the attic floor. They 
were Installed In 1948. Can I add 
Insulation on top of this? - D.N. 

A, Sounds as If someone got a whole 
bunch of coUoh balls from a hospital 
aiid put them in. If that Is so, they arc 
doing very little good and are flam- 
mable. Remove them and install 6- 
Inch riber^ass batts with a vapor 
barrier (foil or paper) facing the 
heated part of the house. Then add 
another six Inches of unbacked 
flbcr^ass. If the first layer comes up 
(0 near the tops of the Joists, you can 
put the second layer on at right angles 
tothololsts.

"It is not clear that the jMsrccivcd 
Initial advantage is going to materi- 
alize," said Chase analyst Wllllifm 
Pochiluk. 

"TtiCTCslraints arc likely to result 
in the Japanese automobile manufac- 
turers adjusting sales allo^-ailons to a 
richer mix to Improve profitabllty and 
to reduce the vulnerability associated 
with protectionist measures," the-

Pochiluk said the quotas , could 
prompt the Japanese to enter the 
full-size and personal car markets 
"where the domestic producers have 
held thehlstorlcal advantage."

Plane crash 
probe begins

SHOSHONE - Federal 
Aviation Administration in- 
vestigators spent most of 
Mondaj' Jn the snow-covend 
area near Thorn Creek Reser- 
voir, seeking the cause of a 
Sunday plane crash that kilicd 
three people. 

An FAA spokesman In Boise, 
Dale Rice, said investigators 
iefl Boise at 8 a.m. Monday and 
had not made any reports at 5 
p.m. 

He said they were "In the 
field," aiong with Natlonai 
Transportation Safely Board 
investigators from Seattle. 

The. results of the Investiga- 
tion probably will not be re- 
leased for several months, but 
they will come from the Trans- 
portation Safety BoaTtl, Rice 
said. 

The on-site Investigation 
probably will be completed 
sometime today, he said. 

Sheriff Harold Lcc of Camas 
County, the first officer to reach 
the site Sunday morning, said 
that local authorities generally 
believe that the plane went 
down due to weather conditions. 
He said it appeared the pllol 
was flying below the storm and 
crashed into the rim of the 
small canyon along Thorn 
Creek, located In northwest 
Lincoln County. 

It was reported that the 
plane's three occupants left 
Hallcy on Saturday for Salt 



Lake City, and Ihcy were re- 
turning when the crash oc* 
currcd. 

Lcc said the pllol may have 
swung to the west after learning 
there was a heovy snowstorm in 
the mountains around Hailcy. 
The Hadey airport was open, 
although it was raining there 
Saturday night and early Sun- 
day morning. 

Local officers believe the 
pilot" may have bccn-trying to 
reach the Fairfield runway, 
about 12 miles beyond the crash 
scene. Lcc said it was apparent 
the plane was flying low when it 
crash^. 

Kilicd In the crash was Dale 
Moore. 53, board chairman of 
Western Broadcasting Co., 
presently headquartered in 
Missoula, Monl. The other 
victims were his father, Rev. 
Grant S. Moore, 86. of Santa 
Barbara, Calif., and the pilot. 
Earl V. Lee, G6, of Ketchum. 
The Camas sheriff said It ap-' 
pcarcd all three died on impact. 

Lincoln County sheriff's of- 
ficers, said II Is believed the 
plane crashed about 12:30 a.m. 
Sunday. Two Civil Air Patrol 
pilots from Nampa, who were 
flying oyer the area, discovered 
the crash about 8:30 a.m. when 
they picked up the plane's 
automatic emergency signal.

Rain, snow top 
holidax; outlook

TWIN FALLS - The only com- 
plaints over the weather this week 
come from outside workers — damp- 
ened by the .68-lnch rainfall In the 
past three days — agd a few motorjsts 
anticipating snowy highways for holi- 
day trips. 

A U.S. Weather Service repre- 
scnlntlve in Kimbcrly, William 
Gatkin, said the lower elevations have 
been getting rain, with snow falling at 
higher elevations. 

Among those who arc not com- 
plaining are thesklers, snowmobilers 
and farmers. 

Pomerelle ski resort, located souih 
of Burlcy, has set Wednesday as the 
season's opening day. 

Resort owner Woodp'Andcreon said 
Monday that about 15 inches of heavy 
snow covers the ground at Ihc lodge, 
and the storm is continuing. He 
estimated that two-and>a-half feet of 
snow was on the upper mountain 
slopes. Ttic resort will be In full 
operation except for night skiing, 
which will be added later, he said. 

Soldier Mountain expects lo open 
Thanksgiving, with the storm still 
continuing there Tuesday. About 
seven inches of snow was reported at 
the lodge, with 24 inches on the lop of 
the upper lift. 

Sun Valley reported a heavy 
snowfall, beginning about 5 a.m. 
Monday, with depths reaching 48 In- 
ches at the top of the slopes, 32 at the 
midway mark and 10 inches on the 
valley floor. The resort also plans lo 
openThursdoy. 

Since the beginning of October, the 
Kimbcrly weather station has re- 
corded 2.27 Inches of molsthrc, Galkln 
said. This Is .67 inch ahead of normal 
at this lime. 

"The farmers are bound (o be 
happy with the moisture,'" he said. 
"Most of the moisture has fallen on 
plowed ground, so it Is replenishing 
'the grouild water, especially in uic 
extremely dry south-hills area. This 
will help the Salmon tract farmers, 
and water was well below normal 
there."

And he said that 
reports from those areas also show 
early snowfall. He said West 
Yellowstone reported five Inches of 
snow at the airport Monday morning, 
and It still was falling,

TWIN FALLS - A call lo move the 
stale Democratic headquarters to 
Twin Falls sparked curiosity but little 
support from party leaders during 
weekend debate. 

Instead, it was decided to simply 
move the office lo another part of 
Boise — the Bush Mansion at the 
comerof 10th and Franklin streets. 

The move, effectively, will cut the 
party's headquarters' expenses In 
halt, party Chairman Marie Kanzcl 
said Monday. 

Following l^e decision to close Ihc 
present $800-o-month office on Boise's 
downtown Eighth Street, a financially 
allracllve offer lo locate the head- 
quarters in Twin Falls created dis- 
sension within thCSlalcorganlzallon. 

George Anthony, the owner of a 
- Buhl computer business and a 
member of the party's executive 
committee,. offered. to rent a Twin 



Falls house and supply computer 
services to the party at a nominal 
cost. 

Supporters of the plan said It would 
reduce the party's overhead and 
move the headquarters conveniently 
closer to the porty's prime leader, 
Hanzel, aBurleylcgal secretary. 

"You could say the proposal did not 
get a lot of support when the actual 
voles were taken," Hanzel said. 

She said she was divided between 
Boise and Twin Falls herself, but was 
not in position to vote. 

"There were a lot of people in the 
party who were interested (In the 
Twin Falls plan), but In the ond,.lhey 
were afraid lo try It," she said. 

Members of the Democratic Stan- 
ding Committee on Campaigns mel in 
Boise on' Saturday to examine Ihrec 
office proposals there. The Bush 
Mansion site, wllh It's large parking 
lot, numerous first-floor rooms and 
attractlvcyard, easily won, she said. 
. Hanzel said It Is not clear whether 
the party wljl rent Just three rooms, 



for about $395 a month, or the entire 
first floor for about S4S0 a month. Both 
rentals Include all utilities. 

Hanzel said the "real monster" of 
the Eighth Street office was the heat- 
ing cost. A move will be made before 
December, shcsaid. 

After saying he was disappointed 
his offer did not get more consld* 
eratlon, Anthony qualified himself. "I 
believe everything positive can be 
gotten out of this Circumstance by 
pointing out the need for broader 
participation." 

To aid Hanzel In leading the party 
from her Burlcy home, It has-been 
tentatively agreed 'that a toll-free 
telephone system will be purchased. 

"The Twin Falls committee has 
already offered to chip In a sizable 
share for Ihe telephone' service," 
ilnnzcl said. "I think the Ada County 
Democrats will be asked to do the 
same, as an Indlclatlon of their com* 
mltment to the Boiseotfice." 

Because of the in-house arguing 
about locating a new office, both 



Anthony and Hanzel said some 
Inner-party changes may come about. 

"The past stale chairman, Wayne 
Fuller of Caldwell, and myself will be 
worklng'on a bylaws reform commit- 
tee," Anthonysaid. I 

He said the goal will be lo 
strengthen the rules governing the 
party's executive committee so that 
major decisions cannot be made sole- 
ly by Ada County representatives. 

"The whole executive committee 
should be Involved In the decision- 
making process, which hasn't always 
been the case," Anthony said. "The 
other parts of the stale need more of a 
voice. I think this has been Indicated 
by the Interest there was In moving 
the state headquarters away from 
Boise." 

He said It Is too early lo know what 
changes he and Fuller may request.

The council's decision ^nd state- 
ment will be forwarded to the IHSA 
executive board. The final decision on 
the $260,979 project will be made by 
the Idaho Health' Facilities Review 
Board, which is appointed by the 
governor.

Troutco hearing request denied

HAGERMAN - Opponents to a trout , hatchery 
proposal on Billingsley Creek lost a battle Monday, 
but others remain to be fought. 

A motion requesting a rehearing of Troulco Inc.'s 
application was denied by Koinelh Duni^ the director 
of the Idaho Department ofWater Resources. 

Last month. Dunn condltlonally approved Trautco's 
application for a lOO-cublc-feet-pcr-sccond diversion 
on the creek. But neighboring property owners arc 
continuing their charges that a ninth trout farm on the 
short stream will pollute Ihe water and devalue 
bordering residences. 

Boise lawyer Mathew Midlaney, representing 
LarrjrCnitchfleld and other property owners, asked 
Dunn (or a rehearing several weeks ago. 

"We denied the request, buf we did issue an order 
revising the original decision concerning one point 
Mullaney brou^t up in his motion," said DWR 
lawyer Howard Carsman. 



This revision allows the Troutco opponents lo 
comment on the Iroul farm's final design plans before 
operation begins. 

In the conditional approval given to Troutco, Dunn 
rclaincd his authority to deny the operation if Ihe 
firm's designs don't appear adequate lo meet pollu-' 
tlon standards. This determination Is lo be made by 
DWR staff members, 

"Each of the protestants Is also lo receive copies of 
the Troulco designs," Carsman said. "They will then 
have flO days lo submit written comment, as Mr. 
Mullaney requested." 

But this' decision does not end the two-year cam,- 
paign to stop Troutco, a small firm headed by Filer 
resident Nyol Hoffman. 

Another of the opponents' attorneys. BUI Mauk of 
Boise, has filed a separate motion for rehearing, 
which outlines issues not covered in Muliancy's 
earilcr appeal. At the same time, Mullaney also has 
submitted an amendment to tils earlier appeal for 
rehearing. 

Carsman said It could be late December before 
Dunn Is able to rule on these olhcr two motions.

(Gem State 
champion, metro champion. Cross 
Slate plus"Nampa champ, and North 
Idaho Champ) advance lo a four- 
game. Iwo-week playoff. 

In a letter dated Nov. 5, Rulon Ellis, 
Pocalello supcrinicndenl, said he 
'would "propose a further concession 
from our original proposal" to Include 
a six-team piayo((. "In the above 
proposal. Pocalello and Highland 
High Schools will play al IcasI four 
f^mcs tbe mdro league- pro- 
vided we can match up mth the Gem 
State Conference schedule."' 

With all but Sandpolnt and Coeur 
d'Alene of the A-1 classiticalion at- 
tending the meeting, a preference 
vote of four-, six- or ciglil-tcam 
playoffs resulted in an Il-H vote 
favoring .rthe eiglit-team. The Gem 
State voted as a block against the rest 
of the state. 

Acree told the group "we (metro 
schools) could live with a four-team 
playoff If we got concessions in our 
regular season schedule.
